MASSING OF 30,000 
BRITISH REPORTED 


Berlin Announces Maginot 
Forces Have Blown Up 


Three Bridges Across 
Rhine in Alsace-Lorraine 
Region. 


BERLIN, Oct. 13 (AP)—The Ger- 
man high command announced to- 
day that French forces had dyna- 
mited Rhine River bridges at Win- 
tersdorf, Breisach and Neuenburg. 
These bridges lead from Alsace- 
Lorraine into Southern Germany. 

The communique said: 

“In the East, movements toward 
the German-Russian border (in Po- 
land) are nearing completion. 

“In the West, local scouting troop 
and artillery activity as during pre- 
ceding days. The French yesterday 
blew up Rhine bridges at Winters- 
dorf, Breisach and Neuenburg.” 

PARIS, Oct. 13 (AP).—German 
patrols were reported today sudden- 
ly to have abandoned attacks in 
which they had failed in five days 
to capture any French prisoners. 

Military advices said the French 
army was keeping sharp watch on 
the front, wondering why on a 
“magnificently clear night” it was 
calm except in the Warndt Forest 
region, where a communique said 
small enemy patrols were repulsed. 

French observers speculated on 
whether the Germans intended to 
launch a major offensive. They 
seid the Germans, from their at- 
tempts to take prisoners despite ad- 
verse weather, appeared equally 
anxious to know French intentions.

Germany previously was Fin- 
land's virtual protector but appar- 
ently had lost that status in the 
commitments to Russia which ob- 
servers believe accompanied the 
Russian - German nonaggression 
treaty and the subsequent protoco 
for partition of Poland. 

The Scandinavian countries in 
notes to the Russian Government 
said that each government expected 
“nothing will occur which would 
prevent Finland from continuing 
independently to maintain her neu- 
tral position.”

The Germans, French reports said, 
were sowing woods and hills of the 
front with mines and traps of all 
descriptions, compelling the French 
to advance only “step by step” with 
utmost caution. 

Lebrun Thanks Daladier. 

President Albert Lebrun gave 
added emphasis ta Premier Dala- 
dier’s speech Tuesday rejecting 
peace on Adolf Hitler’s terms. The 
President thanked the Premier for 
“expressing so clearly and firmly 
the unanimous feeling and will of 
the French nation.” 

He delivered the thanks at a 
Cabinet meeting at the Elysee Pal- 
ace, where Daladier spoke at length 
on the diplomatic and military sit- 
uation. A communique issued lat- 
er, however, gave no details of what 
the Premier said at the two and a 
quarter hour session. 

Military observers said a report- 
ed concentration of 30,000 British 
soldiers on the northeastern front 
meant either an early French-Brit- 
ish offensive or a continuance of 
the effort to provoke a Nazi big 
scale assault. 

The British apparently had not 
yet been put in action. There are 
now 158,000 af them in France, with 
more promised, according to British 
War Minister Leslie Hore-Belisha. 
Behind-the-lines munitions stacks 
mount into the millions of tons. 
Tanks are hidden in the forests 
and thousands of camouflaged 
planes are ready for battle. 

The General Staff communique 
today told of “a calm night over 
the whole front.” It added: that 
“enemy patrols were repulsed in 
the region of Warndt.” 

Diplomatic moves tended to over- 
shadow the fighting. 

The Finnish-Soviet Russian ten- 
gion caused anxiety here. A Rus- 
man move against Finland, French 
sources said, would have wide- 
spread political repercussions, not

FINLAND ASKED 


TO EXPEL GERMANS 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 13 (AP).— 
The apprehensions of neutrality- 
conscious Scandinavian countries 
were reflected today in their news- 
paper and official utterances, 

Concern centered on the Finnish- 
Soviet Russian talks at Moscow and 
the proximity of war in Western 
Europe which already has severely 


blighted Scandivanian shipping. 

Newspaper reports of opinions in 
Moscow political circles as to the 
proposals Russia was laying before 
the Finnish delegation outlined 
them as follows: 

1. That Finland hand over small 
islands on the route of the Russian 
navy through the Gulf of Finland 
into the Baltic, 

2. That Finland enter a military 
assistance pact involving no other 
occupation of Finnish territory. 

3. That Finland agree to tighter 
economic and political bonds with 
Russia. 

4. That Finland expel Germans. 

Notes From Scandinavia, 

Sweden, Norway and Denmark 
presented identical notes to the 
Moscow Government yesterday, ex- 
pressing “expectation that nothing 
will occur which would prevent Fin- 
land from continuing independently 
to maintain her neutral position, 
which she maintains with other 
Northern countries, and we wish 
the negotiations to cement friendly 
relations between Finland and 
Soviet Russia.” 

Premier Per Albin Hansson of 
Sweden declared last night in a re- 
statement of his country’s position 
that he was sure it could keep 
out of the war. He said that ex- 
pressions of individuals construed 
as endangering Swedish neutrality 
would not be tolerated.

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FINNISH CIVILIANS 
CALLED FOR SERVICE 


HELSINKI, Oct. 13 (AP). —Presi- 
dent Kyoesti Kallio issued a decree 
today ordering all Finnish civilians 
to hold themselves in readiness to 
aid the Government in non-military 
pursuits if required by the present 
emergency. 

The decree was issued as Finnish 

leaders continued to express op- 
timism concerning their chances of 
receiving acceptable terms from So- 
viet Russia. The second day of Fin- 
nish-Russian talks began in Mos- 
cow today. They hoped their coun- 
try would fare better than Baltic 
neighbors, which have become vir- 
tual Russian protectorates as a re- 
sult of Kremlin parleys. 
The decree put into effect reg- 
ulations previously drawn providing 
for wartime emergencies. The serv- 
ices of all citizens may be required 
for -work applied directly or indi- 
rectly in connection with national 
defense. 

Finns anxiously awaited results 
of the second day's conversation 
in Moscow between the Kremlin 
and Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, for- 
mer Premier and head of the Fin- 
nish delegation.

SWISS EXPORTS FALL OFF 
54 PCT, BECAUSE OF WAR 


Frontier Restrictions 
Chief Cause; Imports De- 
cline a Third. 

BERNE, Switzerland, Oct. 13 
(AP).—Government statistics issued 
last night show a 54 per cent drop 
in exports. The large export drop 
in September, the first month of 
the war, was a severe blow to this 
nation which lives largely by for- 
eign trade. Imports declined 34 per 
cent. 

Switzerland’s per capita share of 
foreign trade is more than Great 
Britain’s and almost three times 
that of the United States. 

Some of the loss, observers said, 
was due to mobilization, which took 
all ablebodied men. between 20 and 
48 years from their jobs, but most 
of it was caused by frontier restric- 
tions. 

Beginning in October ration cards 
iwere issued limiting each Swiss to 
three pounds of sugar a month and

Strategy on 
Front Is to Wait for 


Nazi Attack. 


LONDON, Oct. 13 (AP).—A War 
Office spokesman declared today 
that British and French military 
forces are “ready for anything” 
from Germany now that Britain’s 
main expeditionary force has moved 
across the channel to France. 

He indicated the British-French 
strategy was to wait for the Ger- 
mans to attack. With the approach 
of bad weather making military op- 
erations difficult until spring, the 
spokesman said the British ‘and 
French could afford to wait until 
then, but “Hitler may not be able 
to.” 

War Secretary Leslie Hore- 
Belisha told the same press confer- 
ence that the movement of the 
British expeditionary force to 
France constiuted a major military 
victory. He announcea in the 
House of Commons Wednesday that 
158,000 men had been transported 
across the channel during the first 
five weeks of the war without one 
casualty. 

“First Victory for Allies.” 

“A Frenchman has just told me 
that that is the greatest military 
feat since Trafalgar and is the 
first victory that we have had in 
the war,” Horé-Belisha said. 

He also disclosed that foreign 
volunteers resident in the United 
Kingdom would be taken into the 
main British army along with Brit- 
ish subjects as their age groups are 
called into the conscript militia. 

There will be no separate legions 
as in France, he said. 

“We have only one British army 
and there will be no distinctions of 
any kind,” he said, 

The spokesman, discussing the 
general military situation, said 
British troops would continue to go 
to France, but-the major transport 
job was completed. It had been 
worked out, he said, to provide for 
any contingency such as heavy 
bombing attacks which had failed 
to materialize. 

“Ready for Anything.” 

Now that the main body of troops 
are in France “we are ready for 
anything,” he asserted. 

He discussed three possibilities— 
a German attack on the Maginot 
line, an attack through Belgium or 
a flanking movement through the 
Netherlands, and then Belgium. 
For these or any other contingen- 
cies, he said, the British and French 
now were prepared.

to Delay. 


With German submarines prowl- 
ing the trans-Atlantic. lanes in 
search of British and French ships, 
and the blockade of British war- 
ships tightening around German 
ports, mail schedules between the 
United States and European bel- 
ligerent countries have been thrown 
into utter confusion. 

Recalling the pre-war days when 
sailings proceeded with clock-work 
regularity, one St. Louis postal of- 
ficial summed up the difficulties 
in a few words: “Once our principal 
concern was to get the mail to its 
destination on schedule; now our 
job is simply to get it there.” 

Before the war, there was an 
average of three European sailings 
a week, but now only one, or at 
most, two ships go out. Incoming 
mail schedules are even more ir- 
regul4r. A small shipment from 
Switzerland by way of Holland was 
received in St. Louis last night, but 
prior to that the last general ship- 


ment received here over that route 
came nine days ago. 


Fast liners like the Bremen, the 
Normandie and the Queen Mary 
carried the mails across in five 
days, but now that these valuable 
ships have laid up, in fear of at- 
tack, the mail goes on slower ships 
requiring from eight to 12 days for 
a crossing. 

Censorship by belligerents adds 
another day or two of delay to 
mails from abroad. When objec- 
tionable passages are found in a 
letter, censors destroy it instead 
of making deletions and sending it 
on. 

Dutch, Swedish and United 
States ships are carrying the mails 

France and England. Dutch 
ships carry mail to and from Ger- 
many and its newly-absorbed coun- 
tries. Russian mail goes on Swed- 
ish ships, docking at Stockholm. 
Occasionally German mail goes 
through Italy. 

Trans-Atlantic mail planes con- 
tinue to make two flights a weck, 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays, as 
before the war, but instead of land- 
ing at Southampton, England, and 
Marseille, France, the planes now 
land at Lisbon, Portugal. From 
there the mall is forwarded by any 
means available. 

Two mail ships have been sunk 
so far. One was the Athenia and 
the other the Belgian ship, Alex 
Van Opstal, which struck a mine 
Spet. 15 and went down with 64 
sacks of United States mail.

Majority May Grow if Soviet Demands on 
Finland Infringe on Security of 
Scandinavian States. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — As 
general debate on neutrality law 
revision draws to a close, a third 
informal poll by the Post-Dispatch 
indicates that Senators opposing 
repeal of the arms embargo will not 
be able to muster more than 30 
wotes on the final roll call 

There may be, however, some 
surprises such as the unexpected 
announcement late yesterday by 
Senator Dennis Chavez (Dem.), 
New Mexico, that he would vote 
against repeal] of the embargo. Al- 
though Chavez had refused to 
make a definite commitment for 
the bill, the administration count- 
ed him among those who would 
eventually come out for repeal. His 
prepared speech yesterday gave no 
inkling of how he would vote, but 
just before he took his seat he 
said: “As for me, Mr. President, 
solemnly and with reverence, [ 
shall cast my vote for what I think 
will keep us out of war and against 
repeal of the embargo.” The as- 
tonished isolationist Senators 
rushed up to congratulate him. 

If the estimate of 30 is confirmed, 
the majority for repeal will be bet- 
ter than two to one. The repeal bloc 
may even be increased if Soviet 
Russia makes excessive demands 
on Finland which would indirectly 
infringe the security and the sov- 
ereignty of the other Scandinavian 
countries, Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark. 

Racial Blocs and Lineup. 

Although no Senator will admit 
that racial blocs in his state influ- 
ence his votes, especially on the 
neutrality question, it is perhaps 
significant that the combination of 
Poles, Czechs, Swedish, Norwegian, 
Danish and Finnish votes outnum- 
bers the German voters in the East, 
north central and the west north 
central states from which comes 
the greatest Senate opposition to 
repeal of the embargo on arms, 
munitions and implements of war. 

As yet the effect of Russia’s de- 
mand that Finland send representa- 
tives to Moscow for political and 
economic talks has not been notice- 
able in the letters and telegrams 
reaching the Senate office building, 
and Senators with Scandinavian 
constituencies do not expect many 
communications on the subject. 

They say that Scandinavians rare- 
ly write letters or send telegrams 
to members of Congress, that they 
just grumble and remember until 
election day. 

South Dakotan’s Comment. 

Senator Gurney (Rep.), of South 
Dakota expressed the view of sev- 
eral northwest members when he 
declared: “As the Russian bear 
gets closer to the Scandinavian 
countries, the greater will be the 
pressure for repeal of the arms em- 
bargo.” 

Gurney, once listed as an oppo- 
nent of repeal, announced this week 
that he would vote to lift the em- 
bargo. He declared that his deci- 
sion to support the Administration 
program was reached before Russia 
made demands on Finland. One re- 
port is that he was incensed at the 
activity of Former Governor Phil 
La Follette of Wisconsin against re- 
peal. He attended the famous Hell 
to Breakfast“ conference of the 
anti-repealist bloc at which the 
Wisconsin Progressive was present.

Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, carried as “truly doubtful” 
in the Post-Dispatch poll, voted for 
the Tobey motion, as did Senator 
Townsend (Rep.), Delaware, who 
was in the same category.

Clear Test Vote.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP). — 
Officials estimated today that 650,- 
600 American workers would get 
pay increases and an additional 1,- 
100,000 would get shorter hours or 
evertime pay when automatic 
changes take place in the wage- 
hour law, Oct. 24. 

On that date, the law provides 
that 30 cents an hour shall become 
the minimum wage and 42 hours 
the maximum work week for em- 
ployes whose products move in in- 
terstate commerce. The standards 
will replace the Bent hourly min- 
imum and 44-hour maximum week 
in effect for the first year of the 
act. . 
At the same time, about 175,000 
textile workers are expected to get 
pay increases under the 32%-cent 
hourly minimum ordered for their 
industry by Elmer F. Andrews,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP).— 
Vice-President Garner was report- 
ed authoritatively today to be ex- 
erting his influence today to effect 
a compromise on the shipping pro- 
visions of the administration's neu- 
trality legislation in an effort to 
bring the debate to an early close. 

Garner, informed persons said, 
has urged administration leaders to 
accept one of three compromise 
proposals made by Senators John- 
son (Rep.), California; White 
(Rep.), Maine, and Bailey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, in order to clear 
away one obstacle lying ahead of 
a final vote on the arms embargo 
repeal bill. 
The three proposed amendments 
were delivered today to Chairman 
Pittman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee for his study. De- 
tails were not revealed immediate- 
ly, but, among otehr things, ex- 
emption of shipping to belligerent 
nations in the Pacific is involved. 
The administration bill now con- 
tains a clause which would prohibit 
any American vessels from carry- 
ing materials to belligerents in any 
part of the world. 

What Change Proposes. 

In general, Senators said today, 
the projected change would permit 
American merchant vessels to sail 
to all areas where they would not 
be in danger. 
It was said that these areas 
would be defined in the legislation, 
but that they might be further 
restricted by presidential order if 
danger to shipping should arise. 

Senator Bailey, North Carolina, 
filed a memorandum from the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority which 
said the effect of the bill would 
be “practically to prohibit” trans- 
Atlantic flight over the present 
Northern route and “greatly to re- 
strict operations over the South- 
ern route.” 
If trans-Atlantic air service were 
to continue, the authority reported, 
the bill should be amended to per- 
mit stops at Canadian points and 
Bermuda, with terminals at 
Foynes, Ireland and Lisbon, Por- 
tugal. 

Taft Denounces Embargo. 
As debate continued in the Sen- 
ate, Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, de- 
nounced the embargo as favoring 
aggressors. 
He voiced approval of provisions 
which would prohibit American 
ships from carrying goods to war- 
ring countries, but recommended 
elimination of a section permitting 
90-day credits on arms sales. 
“We should prohibit our ships 
from going to Europe,” he said. 
“That policy is no more cowardly 
than it is to keep people out of a 
burning house. It is simply good 
sense that we prevent American 
citizens not only from risking their 
own lives, but from plunging us 
into a war which may involve mil- 
lions of other lives.” 
Taft is one of a half-dozen Re- 
publican Senators favoring repeal 
of the arms embargo. He told the 
Senate repeatedly that he believed 
the United States could remain out 
of the European war. 

Cites President’s Pledge. 
“The President of the United 
States,” Taft said, “would make a 


the passage of this bill as in any 
way a symbol of popular approval 
of interference in Europe. 

“The popular opposition to this 
bill, as far as it exists, is based on 
suspicion of the President's ten- 
dency to interfere in the European 
war. He has publicly pledged his 
determination to keep America at 
peace, and we can surely accept 
that pledge.” 

Taft, son of the pre-World War 
President, urged that Congress re- 
main in session to act promptly 
“on any emergency which may 
arise.” He asserted that nothing 
would be so destructive to demo- 
cratic Government in the United 
States as war, and added: 

“Those who control the present 
Government believe in a planned 
economy under Government con- 
trol. A war policy of confiscation, 
dominated by that philosophy, 
would create a completely social- 
ized form of life, from which we 
might never return to the liberty 
and freedom heretofore regarded 
as characteristic of America.” 

Questions Trade Rush Theory. 

Taft expressed the belief tha 
repeal of the embargo would not 
result in any great demand for 
American munitions on the part 
of European belligerents. 

“Many think that today we are 
not shipping anything of impor- 
tance to Europe,” he said, “but that 
when the embargo is repealed, the 
flood-gates will be opened. Of 
course, they are greatly mistaken. 

“Shipments of all kinds are go- 
ing to England and France. Not

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18 (AP). 
—Gov. Culbert IL. Olson wrote the 
California Supreme Court today 
urging that it make a recommenda- 
tion which would permit him to 
grant a pardon to Warren K. Bil- 
lings, serving a life term at Folsom 
prison for the 1916 Preparedness 
day bombing. 

Olson's first official act in office 
was the granting of a pardon to 
Tom Mooney, also convicted of the 
bombing. 

He repeatedly has stated his be- 
ler in the innocence of both 
Mooney and Billings, who have in- 
sisted they were “railroaded” to 
prison for the bombing by elements 
opposed to their labor leading ac- 
tivities. 

A State law blocks an outright 
pardon for Billings. It says a Gov- 
ernor may not pardon a man with 
a prior criminal record without the 
approval of the State Supreme 
Court. Billings had a previous con- 
viction against him for transport- 
ing dynamite.

To Say

called that when negotiations were 
started in 1933 for American recog- 
nition of the Soviet Union, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt addressed his initial 
cablegrams to Kalinin offering to 
open conversations on recognition. 

The President said the text of 
his message regarding Finland 
would be given out later. He said 
that he would undoubtedly receive 
an answer, if only an acknowledge- 
ment of its receipt. Ambassador 
Steinhardt, he explained, had not 
discussed any additional point in 
his talk with Molotov. Presumably 
the text of the message will be 
made public after a reply has been 
received, 

Roosevelt took pains to empha- 
size that he did not want it as- 
sumed that this Government was 
trying to put pressure on the So- 
viet Government in Finland’s be- 
half. He described in chonological 
detail how on Monday administra- 
tion officials had become worried 
about the Baltic situation, fear- 
ing that it might lead to an ex- 
tension of the war. 


On Tuesday, he continued, the 
Finnish and Swedish ministers 
called at the White House to dis- 
cuss steps that might be taken. At 
no time, he stressed, was there any 
suggestion of joint action by the 
United States. 


Personal Message Delivered. 

Wednesday morning, he said, he 
drafted a personal message to Kal- 
inin, which was edited that after- 
noon by himself and Secretary of 
State Hull. It remained a personal 
message. It was sent off that night 
to Steinhardt and delivered by him 
to Molotov yesterday afternoon. 

Unusual secrecy has surrounded 
the sending of the note and the 
President’s statement today at his 
press conference seemingly was an 
attempt to deny reports that he 
was exerting pressure on the Rus- 
sian Government. 

In this connection and regarding 
reports of an Italian tanker fueling 
submarines in the Caribbean, the 
President half jocularly observed 
that 99 per cent of the press would 
get the stories straight, implying 
that 1 per cent would misinterpret 
what he had to say. 

The report about the Italian tank- 
er, he said, was an example of his 
policy against making public un- 
verified rumors. He had received 
no verifiable information about this 
tanker although reports were com- 
ing in daily about unidentified ships 
near the West Indies, Central and 
South America. All information 
he had given out about. non-Ameri- 
can ships, he declared, had been 
fully verified, 


Obstacles in Way of Intervention 
by Roosevelt.

LITHUANIANS TALKING 
OF NEW MEMEL PACT 


Reported Assured of Russian 
Support if They Ask Berlin 
for Revision. 


KAUNAS, Lithuania, Oct. 13 
(AP),—Official spokesmen said to- 
day that the Lithuanian Govern- 
ment had not yet decided to press 
for changes in the German-Lithu- 
anian pact which gave Memelland 
to Germany. 

The statement was so phrased 
however, as to indicate the Govern- 
ment was considering such a possi- 
bility. 

Dispatches from Riga, Latvia, 
published in Stockholm, said Lithu- 
anian was dissatisfied with its lim- 
ited rights in Memel and now 
wants extraterritorial rights in 
Memel harbor.

The admin- 
istration refused to agree and instead 
approved the arms embargo and a dis- 
cretionary two-year cash-and-carry law 
on other goods.

Because so few can meet this three-fold test, it only 
adds to the stature of Dr. Evarts Graham, of the 
Washington University Medical School faculty, to 
say that he has distinguished himself in each field. 
Patients from far and wide have sought his minis- 
trations. He has sent students to all parts of the 
world. And few living men have made greater con- 
tributions to the advancement of surgery. 

Former associates and pupils last night celebrated 
Dr. Graham’s twentieth anniversary as a professor 
of surgery here in St. Louis. Before sitting down 
to the festive table, they recounted his scientific 
innovations and the advances to which they were in- 
spired by his teaching. This gathering was no mu- 
tual admiration society, but rather a post-graduate 
clinic. Yet, somehow, the discussions only skirted the 
importance of Dr. Graham to St. Louis. 

This is, in short, that he is a paragon of the men 
who have made possible here such an institution as 
Barnes Hospital, combining as it does the facilities 
of a nursing home with all the resources of a great 
medical school.

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AN INJUSTICE THAT NEEDS CORRECTION. 

George J. Schmidt, 50-year-old St. Louis butcher, 
father of two sons and a daughter, was arrested five 
and a half months ago for passing bad checks in St. 
Louis, the county and Illinois, It now turns out 
that he was a victim of mistaken identity. An ex- 
convict, with a similar general description, has con- 
feased that he wrote the checks, and so Schmidt has 
been released from jail. 

The five and a half months of his life is not all that 
this unfortunate man has lost. He is out of pocket 
at least $800 in loss of pay and legal costs. He has 
his job back and his name is cleared, but the blunder 
of identification has obviously worked a financial 
hardship on him, Bight hundred dollars out of the 
income of a butcher is a large sum. 


“safe for democracy,” one sometimes won- 
ders what are the ultimate chances for suc- 
cess of governments. based (theoretically, at 
least) upon reason rather than force. More- 
over, in these days of colossal governmental 
bumbling, one sometimes wonders whether 
democracy is a government based on reason! 
There comes to mind the definition given 
by Oswald Spengler in “The Decline of the 
West.” It is Spengler's thesis that democ- 
racy is not actually representative at all, 
but merely a governmental form brought 
into being by the industrio-capitalistic sys- 
tem, as being the form under which it can 
function most freely, and which it can most 
easily control because of the semblance of 
authority which it gives to its citizenry. 
Whether or not.this thesis is correct, and 
there are arguments both for and against 
it, there can be no doubt that the fate and 
future of the democracies and of the indus- 
trio-capitalistic system are inextricably tied 
together. When democracy falls, capitalism 
falls with it, despite the misguided ideas 


‘expressed during recent labor troubles by. 


certain of our capitalists who felt that what 
we needed was a touch of Nazi-ism. 

Likewise, the downfall of capitalism will 
be accompanied by economic chaos which no 
existing democratic form of government will 
be able to survive. The secret belief of 
every capitalist that, come hell or high wa- 
ter, he will be smart enough to save his, is 
a fallacy, although it is an interesting com- 
mentary on human nature that this belief 
persists in the face of the great weight of 
evidence to the contrary. 


But regardless of what brings the democ- 
racy into being and who runs it, and regard- 
less of the well-known ills of the capitalistic 
system, all of us here in America will agree 
to one thing. This is that capitalism and the 
democratic system have brought more secur- 
ity, a higher standard of living and greater 
intellectual freedom to more people than 
any system known td the Western world, 

If we are justified in this belief—and who 
would trade our lot for a ration card in Ges 
tapo-ridden Berlin or Stalin's Russia? 
then it behooves us here in America.to do 
some fact-facing and casting up of accounts. 

The people to take the lead in this fact- 
facing, it seems to me, are the men who 
make the wheels go round in this industrio- 
capitalistic democracy. These are the ones 
who not only have the greatest influence but 
who have the most at stake if the system 
should fail: -The great mass of laboring 
people—indus workers, farm laborers,

Many things can be said in criti- 
cism of the governments and the 
policies of these border nations, 
but one thing is certain, in some 
form or other the existence of these 
nations is as necessary to the se- 
curity of Germany as it is to that 
of the rest of Europe. What Hit- 
ler has done, especially since the 
seizure of Czecho-Slovakia, is to 
destroy the barrier, to undermine 


Europe. 

It is incapable of doing this be- 
cause the Nazi regime has de- 
stroyed the barrier states, because 
it is irretrievably compromised by 
the alliance with Bolshevism itself, 
and because the Nazi antagonism to 
the whole traditional social struc- 
ture of Europe, to private property, 
to national rights and to the re- 
ligious devotion to the human per- 
sonality, destroys every institution 
that can hope to resist the advance 
of Bolshevism. 

There can be no safety for Ger- 
many or for Europe except through 
a Germany capable of becoming the 
protectog of the European border- 
land. There is and always has been 
such a Germany, whether it can 
emerge and take command before 
the situation becomes utterly catas- 
trophic is the great question of 
our time. 

More specifically, the question is 
whether this Germany will emerge 
before or after Hitler stakes every- 
thing on a gigantic, desperate and 
suicidal offensive in the West. For 
in such an offensive not only he 
himself but Germany and Europe 
would be defeated even more dis- 
astrously, no matter what the out- 
come of the battles, than he and 
Germany and Europe have been de- 
feated by the disastrous victory in 
Poland. 

This is what the Allies have now 
to make clear to Germany. They 
wi'l have to do it not merely in 
th- form of rhetorical public state- 
ments, but in the form of direct 
private approaches to the German 
army and to all that is genuinely 
conservative inside Germany. If 
they convince the Germans that 
a Western offensive cannot be de- 
cisive and that the creation of 4 
strong conservative Germany is 
their only real war aim, they may 
yet save the world from great

Summary of Troubles. 


The following is a log of ob- 
stacles which I encountered after 
receiving a cable from my editors 
on Tuesday night saying: “Rush 
to Helsingfors.” The “rush” to 
Helsingfors, or Helsinki, unfolded 
in this fashion: 


First, anyone wishing to leave 
the British Isles must obtain an 
official exit permit. For that a 
letter of recommendation from the 
Foreign Office is necessary where- 
after the British Passport Office 
issues a permit. As special as- 
sistance to the journalist these for- 
malities were completed overnight 
although they usually take much 
longer. 


But it was then impossible to 
obtain any visas until Washing- 
ton had reamended my passport. 
Despite the fact that my newspaper 
was sending me abroad as a quali- 
fied wartime correspondent under 
a roving commission, the passport 
officials in New York and Wash- 
ington insisted on limiting my pass- 
port for travel in Britain and 
France, Therefore, special author- 
ization for all Scandinavian and 
Baltic countries, also Holland and 
Belgium, had to be sought by ca- 
ble to Washington. In such cases, 
the American consulate here cables 
to Washington for extensions, on 
evidence that they are justifiable— 
at the expense of the owners of 
the passport or his firm. Thanks 
to the exceptional efforts of of fi- 
cials here, my extended validations 
arrived at top speed which still 
represented s 24-hour delay and a 
cost of $6.60. An American trav- 
eling for ordinary purposes would 
probably be delayed for several 
days by this technicality.

“Then, we learned that tubes had 
been taken from private radio sets 
and that we were not getting bul- 
letins on our course or position. 
That gave the situation a more 
serious aspect and in this moment 
of deepest concern, a United 
States Coast Guard cutter came 
into view. Words can’t describe 
how happy we were nor how safe 
we felt when we saw that little 
boat and its American: flag. 

“Soon afterward, the Captain of 
the Iroquois called us all on deck 
and told us calmly what had hap- 
pened and what the searching was 
about. A tremendous cheer went 


up when he announced that United 
States warships were on the way. 
I think no one had a worry after 
the arrival of the warships the 
next day. Deck games and danc- 
ing replaced gloom and fear.” 

Mrs. Catherine Clarke of 5020

“For three days, the sea was 80 
rough we thought we would never 
see dry land again,” she related.

Not that the Nazi version of the 
war seems necessarily to have been 
believed and -Anglo-French-Polish 
versions disbelieved in the opening 
phase of the conflict. If anything, 
the contrary seems to have been 
the case, judging from a study of 
five leading American newspapers 
for the first two weeks of the war, 
which have just reached here. 


Conscientious American corre- 
spondents in the various capitals 
subjected both the German and An- 
glo-French-Polish versions of the 
war to the most searching scrutiny. 
But the German and Allied versions 
were—and are—still bound to give 
more emphasis to the claims of cap- 
itals from which they emanate, 
in spite of this. Thus, whichever 
side’s dispatches receive the greater 
attention has the better chance of 
having its point of view believed. 


And, on the whole, accounts of 
the war emanating from London, 
Paris and Warsaw were featured 
more prominently in these five 
newspapers, notably in those pub- 
lished in New York, than reports 
from Berlin were. This gave the 
French, British and Poles a very 
real initial advantage. 

Bungling of Allies. 

But the Allies have badly bun- 
gled this advantage. They have 
made it extremely difficult for cor- 
respondents in their capitals both to 
get news and to transmit it, and an 
extraordinarily high proportion of 
the Allied claims during the first 
two weeks of the war are now 
proved to have been false.

sions, if fact, when no other chan- 
nels of communication were avail- 
able, the high command has even 
placed army field telephone lines 
at the disposal of correspondents 
for clearing their dispatches, 

Once, before the outbreak of the 
war, and once since, all communica- 
tion betwen the Reich and the out- 
side world was cut altogether for 
several hours, and during the first 
several days of the war dispatches 
took several hours for transmission 
owing to interference with several 
lines by the French and British and 
to jamming of available facilities. 
But these delays were mechanical, 
not political, and they now have 
been eliminated. 


The chief victims of the second 
complete stoppage of news trans- 
mission, in fact, were the Nazis 
themselves, for the stoppage oc- 
curred the day the Athenia sank 
and the German viewpoint on the 
incident was the first thing which 
was prevented from reaching the 
outside world. 


American correspondents here 
have three main channels for trans- 
mitting their dispatches: by tele- 


tals for forwarding from there, or 
direct telephone connections with 
the United States; by teletype lines 
to the outside world; and by radio 
from Berlin itself. 


Telephone calls may very well be 
listened in on, the teletype lines 
can be “monitored” and radio mes- 
sages obviously can be read before 
being sent.

child, whatever his talent, to th 
exactions of his gift, to the high 
standard of workmanship it de 
mands of him. A student who can 
excel is failing when he gets a pass- 
ing mark only and is content with 
that. He is tired. He needs rest, 
then encouragement, then pressure 
for work to a standard. He must 
work, 0 
The only difficulty about this 
whole matter is in discovering the 
true talent. Parents and teachers 
would like to bestow talent on 
every child that comes their way. 
Some children are bright for a 
numder of grades, then they slow 
down; some show a strong ten- 
dency to work along some line of 
their choosing, and then lose in- 
terest in it; some show a talent 
and ability to develop it highly 
right through their school courses, 
Shall the teacher and paren 
drive 
accomplishment? They cannot. 

It is natural for all children to 
resent effort and fatigue. Gifted 
children do not tire as easily as 
those who have less talent, but 
they tire in time. The difference 
between them is that the truly 
talented child can respond again 
after rest while the one whose 
gift has reached its limits cannot 
go beyond the point he bh 
reached. 

This means that when a child 
persistently fails to reach the high 
standard of talent, he is not truly’ 
talented. He has some ability 
which has feached its height of 
development. The truly talented 
one will go on and on, far beyond 
his companions, until he, 00, 
reaches ‘the crest of his power, 
maybe in middle age, maybe in 
old age. But some time. No, every 
child cannot get A, or B plus 
And some A children do arrive at 
the place where they must be con- 
tent with a B. Just feel your way 
along.

Vitamin A ls 
Found in Eggs, 
Butter, Fruit

61 N what foods ls Vitamin A 
La: If a person is de- 
ficient in this, how can it 
be made up?” asks a reader. Per- 
haps it would be well to begin the 
answers to these questions by men- 
tioning the fact that this vitamin 
is necessary for health and vigor 
throughout life, as well as for nor- 
mal wth. 

Recent work has shown that a 
plentiful amount taken daily pro- 
tects against the actions of infec- 
tions of the mucous membranes, 
glands and eye. So-called night 
blindness has been found to yield 
to an increase of vitamin A in the 
diet, or through concentrates which 
are generally taken in tablet form. 

The foods which contribute vita- 
min A generously are butter, 
cream, egg yolk, whole milk cheese 
and many vegetables and, fruits 
which are highly colored. Fish 
liver oil, or its concentrate, is a 
supplementary source. 

A liberal amount of vitamin A 
in the diet is advantageous because 
a supply may be stored in the liver 
and tissues for future use, and is 
of particular value against the on- 
slaught of infections. For this rea- 
son, it is often protection against 
those ailments which are so preva- 
lent in winter, and which we call 


colds, 

Tomato Rarebit.

Divide the butter into two por- 
tions, put one piece in a small 
saucepan with the egg yolks and 
lemon juice, hold the saucepan over 
a larger one containing hot, not 
boiling, wates and stir constantly 
until the butter is melted. Add 
the second portion of butter and 
stir until sauce thickens. Remove 
from heat and season with cayenne. 
Arrange on each half of toasted 
English muffin a piece of ham, 
which has been frizzied in a fry- 
ing pan for a few minutes, and on 
this drop a poached egg. Pour the 
Hollandaise over and serve. 


Meat-Vegetable Soup 
One large soup bonr, cracked, 
One-half pound inexpensive meat, 


One-half cup rice or barley. 
One cup cubed carrots. 

One cup cubed turnips. 

One-half cup chopped onions.
